On ac- 
count of this action, a certain unrest has arisen, which accord- 
ing to individual reports is spreading very rapidly, and which 
could lead to difficulties in all territories, General Field 
Marshal GOERING some time ago referred in his graat speech to 
the necessity of sending 1 million laborers to the Reich.160,000 
so far have been delivered. Certainly great difficulties had to 
be overcome, Therefore it is advisable to consult with District 
and City Executives concerning the execution of this compulsion, 
so that from the start, one can be certain that these actions 
will at least te of some use, Arresting young Poles when they 
are leaving churches and movies would lead to an ever-rising 
nervous state among the Poles.
